But 8 0 # of the ministers receive less income 
than government economists figure as a minimum 
for the .support of an average family.

But when sickness visits the minister or the 
members of his family they must be treater* in a 
charity ward. His pay is less than a day laborer s. 
8 out of every IO ministers receive less than 
$20 a week—about half the pay of a mechanic.
